The continued excezs over lust year—alill abont 
100 per cent—accounts, in part, for the condition 
of the foreign exchange market, Such.a move- 
mentof produce from this port (0 Europe as has 
taken place since last September is without pre- 
cedent, and the firmness of the forelgn markols in 
the face of the large receipts from here is equally 
unparalleled. We recommend exporters to be 
cautious; England cannot go on forever taking tyro 
and a half millions of produce per week from 
New York, to say nothing of tho exports from 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Mobilo and Now 
Orleans, without « tremendous fall in prices some 
day. 

‘The collapse in foreign exchango is the event of 
the day. This afternoon the best bankers’ bills 
were sold at 10424, and first rate mercantile bills 
sold at all kinds of rates, from 103 to 104. Some 
Yery good billa could not besold at all. Yet there 
is very little exchange in the market, and a slight 
increase of demand would soon put up tho rate. 
The indications are, wo regret to say, that we are 
on the ove of another dead lock in the forcign ex- 
change market, caused by tho rast disproportion 
between our imports and our exports. Our foreign 
importers owe so Jittle to Burope, and thero is so 
much difficulty in raising money on mercantile 
Paper, especially jobbers’, that the wheels of the 
commercial machine threaten once more—as early 
in December Jast—to come to a stand still through 
the excess of the country’s wealth. The remedy 
must be more parchases of bills by our foreign 
bankers, with orders for retarns in specie. At the 
present rate of exchange, after allowing for 
freight, insurance, commissions and long interest, 
there is a very handsome profit still remaining on 
the importation of gold from Europe. How tho 
collapse in foreign exchange will eait our Ea- 
ropean friends {s a topic of much anxious specu- 
Jation. It will, in all probability, take them una- 
wares; and, coupled with the advices of the 
probable ensctment of the Morrill tariff, must, on9 
would suppoze, lead to 8 good deal of embarrass- 
ment. 

‘The stock market was strong to-day, and prices 
advancedall round. Several members of the board 
are advised by their political friends at Washig- 
‘ton that the pending ditfoalty will be adjusted be- 
fore many days elapse; andes {in that event it Is 
uataral to suppose that the abundance of money, 
the low prices of stocks and tho large railway 
traffic in the West would lead to a revival of speea- 
lation on the Stock Exchange, the knowing ones 
2eem to be buying in advance. Thus we have to 
report to-day an advanc: of 3 per cent in Minot 
Central, 2% in Galens, 2 in Eric, 2% in Rock 
Island, 2 in Michigan Central, 2 in Hodson and 2 in 
Toledo. All these roads are earning a good deal 
of money; on come of them—as, for instance, the 
Mlincis Central—the traffic is enormous. In the 
month of January that road moved 70,000 tons of 
freight.

A’ large nomber of memorials relative to 
tho crisis were presented in Congress yester- 
doy. fa the Senate Mr, Sumner and Mr. 
Crittenden discussed the perilous condition of 
the country. Tho Nayal Appropriation Bill 
was taken up, the question being on the adoption 
of an araendment providing for the construction 
of six steam.sloops of war, Mr. Groon opposed 
the smeudment, but it was finally adopted by a 
vote of 27 to17.

Gollars, while the accreing revenue and the sum in 
the sub-treasuries, subject to draft, amounts to 
about two millions and a half, The Secretary 
recommended the passage ofA law enabling him 
toaccopt from any State the guarantee of any 
stock of the foderal government, to the amount of 
public money deposited with such State under tho 
Distrivution act of June 23, 1836. A Dill in ac- 
cordance with this suggestion was presented with 
the letter referred to, but its introduction was 
objected to by Mr. Garnctt, of Virginia, Tho 
report of the Select Committeo on the robbery 
of Indian Trost bonds was then presented anil 
onlered to be printed. We pnblish tho 
Avcument complete in to-day’s paper. The report 
ays thirty or forty witnesses wero examined, in. 
cloiling ¢x-Scoretaries Floyd ond Thompson. The 
Antter fs exonerated from any complicity in the 
theft; but he, as well as former Secrotaries of the 
Interior, is censured for the inofllcient manner in 
which the bonds have boon lcld in that depart- 
ment, thore being no adequate responsibility at- 
tached to the custodian. It was ascertained that 
Mr. Floyd gave acceptances to the amonnt of 
nearly seven millions of dollars, or feom two to 
Three millions of dollars moro than Russell, Majora 
& Company ever earned, while these contractors 
Feccived all the money that was doo thom, Tho 
Acceptances were given on the strength of their 
contract. Senator Benjamin was an important 
Witness. About a year ago—he could not exactly 
fix the time—he received a leticr from Duncan, 
Rhorman € Co., asking him to ascertain whether 
‘Mr. Floyd's acceptances were good. Mr. Benja- 
sain called on the President, who said that he 
inew nothing about them, or any law authorizing 
deir issue. Mr. Benjamin next called on Mr, 
Floyd, who sald that the acceptances were in ac. 
ordance with the usago of the department, and 
aroro given conditionally as to tho arrival of trains 
from one point to another.

he Authoritative Cooreion Programme of 
Mr, Lincoln ond Eis Administration— 
Civil War Upon Us, 

The bells of St. Germain @’Aucerrois have 
at length tolled forth the signal for massacre 
and bloodshed by tho incoming administration, 
The epeech of Mr. Lincoln, at Indianapolis, is 
the first authoritative proclamation of his inten- 
tions in the present erisis. His words are preg- 
nant with meaning, and deserve the mature and 


deliberate consideration of every conservative 


citizen of the country. “If the United States,” 
he exclaimed, “ should merely hold and retake 
its own forts aud the properties, and collect 
the duties on foreign importations, or even 
witMbold the mails from places where they are 
habitually violated, would any of these things 
be invasion or coercion? Would the marching 
of an army into South Carolina be invasion f”” 
Tho Premier of Mr. Lincoln bad already de- 
claredl to tho United States Senate that “battle,” 
Which should eweep away opponents to ro- 
pubticanism “as moths before the whirlwind,” 
was his idea of the fal developement of the 
“irrepressible conflict.” And, by a yrell cal- 
culated coincidence, on the same day, perhaps 
at tho came moment that Mr. Lincola was 
indoctrinating the citizens of Indiana into in- 
vasive and coerolye principles, Senators King 
und Fessenden were announcing, at Washiog- 
ton, their reasons for reinforcing the navy of 
the United States with vessels which shonld bo 
able to penetrate Southern harbors, and attack 
Sonthern fortresses. 

“Treason,” says Mr, King, “is abroad in 
this Innd, and I believe there is an occa- 
sion and a necessity of the increase of the 
armement and the power of the country. But 
for the condition of things in the country now, 
Iwould vote against it, but I yote for it asa 
measure to put the conntry ina condition to 
defend itself against its enemies, whether they 


.are domestio or foreign enemies. This goyern- 


ment and this country cannot be peaceably de- 
stroyed, or overthrown or divided. Men can- 
not talks treason—they must act it; and he who 
acts it, in my judgment, should take the fate of 
traitor, and ehould not eeek to escape by 
Pretending thot he can commit it peacefully 
against the country. I tell these gentlemen 
hat, in my judgment, this treazon must come 
to an end, peacefully I hope, but never, in my 
judgment, peacefully, if by an iznominious 
submission of the houor of the people of this 
country to traitors. Never. Iaesire peace, but 
I would provide, amply provide, for tho means 
of defence of the country, by war, if mecessary.” 
Senator Fessenden was equally positive tnde- 
cfding “that if the time was coming to use force, 
he was perfectly ready todo it.” Where, then, 
does the country stand? Gorernor Morgaa 
offers the militia of New York to Mr. Lincola, 
and a large sum of money is appropriated by 
the State Legislature for coercive purposes; 
the authorities of Massachusetts mobilize their

In tho present. deplorable condi- 
tion of the country, ia this tho right 
policy? Ia it expedient? The Southern 


Congress at Monlgomery offer tho hand 
of friendship to~ the North, on such terms 
as they believe to be consistent with its 
dignity. They bave provided, in the sixth arti- 
cle of the constitution of the Southern republic, 
that its govornmont “shall take immediate ateps 
for the settlement of all matters between the 
States forming it and their late confederates of 
the United States in relation to the public pro~ 
pirty and publiodebt at the timo of their with- 
drawal from them, these States hereby declar- 
ing it to be their wish and carnest desire to ad- 
just everything pertaining to the common pro- 
perty, common liabilities and common obliga- 
tions of that Union upon principles of right, 
justice, equity and good faith.” To all this 
the republican party answer, “Submit to the 
abstractions of the Chicago platform, or there 
stall be no alternative but war—a bloody, in- 
ternecine, destructive conflict, which shall bary

‘Texnmtx Commencta Conrorsion THREATES- 
ep ry Tue Noxtm.—That the Northern States at 
the present moment are on the eve of a ca- 
lamitous commercial crisis, which threatens to 
plunge us into disorder, and perhaps ruin, no 
one with any foresight can fail to see.

tain to entail upon us, 

In o few weeks from now the now President 
will take posession of the purse and (bosword 
at Washington; and we have no intimation 
from him with regard to his future policy, ex- 
cepting it be in-tho dimly shadowed idea of a 
National Convontion, which,.at best, will take 
yeors to settle the question at” issne, and will 
leave us nothing inthe future. It-socms to.bo 
his intention to take bold of the rump of Con- 
grces and therump of the republic which is 
left to govern, and convert thom {ato a military 
despotism; to make war upon the sccoding 
Southern States with the naval and military 
arm st the disposal of the new administration: 
in other words, to inaugurate a sanguinary and 
unnatural civil war, on the mistaken idea that 
the Southern peoplo are rebels and traitors, 
They are no more rebols and traitors than 
were the patriots of the thirteen colonies 
in "76, who wero dissatisiad with tho 
British government because they be- 
lieved that its lays infringed upon their por- 
sonal rights and privileges, and they deter- 
mined to form n government for themselves. 
If the Southorn States beliove that thoir rights 
and privileges have been invaded by the go- 
yernment of the united confederney, nnd that 
there is no longer safety for them within its 
limits, the right of revolution remains to them 
just a8 much as it was vested in tho thirteen 
British colonies in tho middle of the last con- 
tury.

They have formed a government of their own, 
adopted a constitution, and elected a President 
and Vice President. They will open negotia- 
tions with foreign Powers, and they will soon 
have an army of © hundred thousand men to 
maintain the integrity of their now govern- 
ment. And in this janctare what is it that is 
proposed todo? To make war upon them—a 
war of subjugation and conquest? Such aro | 
the unmistakeablo indications. All our milita- 
ry leaders breathe nothing but war, and our 
civil and political leaders scom to have taken 
this infection: evon tho heads of departments 
in the quiescent and neryeless administeation of 
Mr. Buchanan have no milder terms to use than 
“Shoot them down on the spot—shoot them 
down on the spot!” To carry on such a war it 
will require loans upon loans, and if capitalists 
can be found to lend money for such a purpose 
the national debt may be swelled toa hun- 
dred millions ins few mouths. 

Meantime, the commercial convulsion ripeas 
apace; trade is stagnating; merenntile firms 
are suspending; the operative masses are ap- 
prosching a starvation point; commerce be- 
tween the: North and South is atanend. In 
this terrible emergency what do we re- 
quire to stave off the impending nancial dis- 
aster and ultimate ruin of all our commercial 
interests? It is mot cocrcion; it is not 
subjugation! or conquest; it is not the violent 
“enforéement off the laws” of a confederacy 
already broken! up. No; there is but one 
moie of averting the most destructive commer- 
cial revulsion that ever bofell the country, and 
that is lo recognise promptly the new Southern 
confederacy, to re-establish commercial rela- 
tions between the North and South, and so ro- 
construct the government that the original 
condition of things in regard to interchango of 
commerce may be restored. If we do not do 
this, France and England will step in and open 
negotintions with the government of the South- 
ern United States upon termsso fayorable to all 
the contracting parties that the South will soon 
find itself in a position to be independent of us 
altogether, and we may see its profitable trade 
diverted into a foreign channel. Something 
should be done to prevent such a result as this 
before it is too late, and we seo no better 
method than by recognizing the existence of 
‘an independent sovereignty in the Sonthera 
confederacy. 

‘That such a necessity chould have srison is- 
greatly to be deplored. That cighty years of 
unexompled prosperity as a united nation 
should leave no better fruits than separation 
and scctional hostility is pitiable; but in these 
results we see only the consequence of a thirty 
years’ altempt to enforce the Puritan dogma 
that Soathera slavery is “the sum of all ini- 
amity.” 

Mees Avo Anovy Normyc—The republican 
majorily in the House of Representatives has 
distinguished itself by voting for a resolution 
which declares that Congress has no power to 
interfore with slavery in the States where it 
now exists. The vote in favor of this resolu- 
tion was, we are gravely assured, unanimous. 
This is indeed wonderful. Who in the world 
ever imagined’ that Congress bad, or could 
haye, any control over, the “peculiar institu- 
tion’? in the old States? The Honse might as 
well haye adopted a resolution condemning 
piracy or arson. It is by such pitiful expe 
dients as these that the republican leaders 
hope to gain time, cajole the border States 
and tire out the seceders. It will be all in 
vain, however. -Great emergencies require 
great men to meet them, and the dominant 
party seems to be controlled by very small, 
pettifogging politicians. If the republican 
party was. true (o its duty, we should fod it

Aaron Burr, of courss, was then placed in the next bigh- 
cst.position: In the government. IL wns this election 
Which led to the amending of the constitutlon £0.05 to ro- 
quiro electors to voto on a Eeparate ballot for Vico Pre- 
aident. Tho next occasion was tho clectlon of 1625 ¢ 
when neither of the threo candidates—Andrevt Jackson, 
Jobn Quincy Adams, and William H. Crawford—rocelved, 
a majority of tho clectoral votes. Coogress declared 
that no choice bod been mate, nod on Wednesday, 
February 0, 1825, the Hoaso of Representatives elected 
John Quincy Adams, President on the first Ballot. Jobn 
©, Calhoun bad been chosen Vico President bya largo 
popular majority. To 1897, neither of the candidaes for 
Vico President having received a majority of the electoral 
yotes, tho Senate elected Richard Mf. Jobnion, by a yoto 
of 53 against 16 for Francis Granger. 

When both hooses met to count, the votes cast for 
Mochanan and Fremont, in 156, Mr. Letcher objected to 
the reading of the vote of Wiscousia, becauss the elec 
tors hud not met on tho day sppolnted by the constitu 
(lon, The fact was, that In consequence of a eorere 
slorm, which recdered the rosds impassable, tbo Wis- 
consin Presidential electors wero unable to reach the 
capital of thelr State ou the 2d of December, as required 
by Law, tavoto for Praldent and Vice President ; but thoy 
arcombled on tho 4th, and then went through tho form, 
‘Tho question ralecd was, shall the yote of Wisconsin bo 
raled ont? Mr. Mason, who occapied the chalr, 
decided tho objection out of order, and, after 
the count was completed, announced that Mr. 
Buchanan having recelved 174 votes, Fremont, 14—Ia- 
cluding Wisconsin—and Fillmore$, Mfr. Buchanan was 
daly elected Preaident, Great excitemeut ensued, appeals 
were mado by members and disregarded by the presid- 
{og olficer, who sald bis power was coded, tbe Senate re- 
Aired, and both houses debated the question iu thelr re- 
spectlye chambers. The voto of Wisconsin would not 
avo changed the result of that clection, bat some legis- 
lation was considered necessary, as a fature occasion 
migbt arise on which the vote of a singlo State might, fn 
1 vlmilar case, affect the validity of a whole election, On 
tho following day a jolat resolution declaring that the 
voto of Wisconsin was null,and ought aot to have been 
ncladed ia the count of the electoral votes, Was discass- 
ed, and finally laid on the table, eo that thers tbo matter 
waded. 

Today Loth branches of Cougress will asscmblo to 

count the votes cast at the Late Presidential election. 
Every ont anticipates tho result; but much toterest 
will bo connected with that mecting, because it 
will be ths first timo that Congress shall bayo lad 
the opportunity of anncnneing to tho country tho elec- 
Mion of a repoblican President and Vice President, and 
because the mournful fact will thea, perhaps more than 
at any period since the elcetion, be made Fivialy ap- 
yareut, that six of the Slates hare seceded from the 
Union, abd the seats that should have beea occupied by 
thgir Seastors and members in the ball of the House of 
Representatives at the counting of Ube votes will be 
vacant. Tho absence of tho roprescatatires of tho sc- 
ended States, bowever, will not prevoat the announce 
ment by Congress that Lncola and Hamlin aro constl- 
tutionslly choren President and Vieo President; for 
‘while one portion ef the coustitutlon provides that “tho 
President of the Sensto shall, ta the presence of the fe- 
hate and House of Represcatatives, opea all the corti. 
cates, and the votes chall then be counted,’ the aun 
nection. article Gret, of the same instrament provides 
that “a majority of each house ehall constitate « quorum, 
(eo bosiness,” and more than a sufficient number to 
conatitate a qzoram aro remaining.
